tuberculosis or other diseases being caused by those 
who are reducing, or even heard that 
might starve to death while trying to fast away a

few pounds of extra flesh. Many women may be | 
frightened by such statements which have been

printed over the signatures of these “authorities,” 
most of whom have never put a patient on a dict 
ip their lives. My opinion of this is that most of 
these health advisers do not understand even the 
rudiments of dieting. Most of such advice is based } 
upon the old theory that “being fat is being | 
healthy " Let me assure every one of my readers | 
that there is no connection between fat and health, 
and | believe that there is much more danger in a 
fat person not reducing than in striving for more | 
normal propor tines | 

Although I have seen thousands of cases where | 
the weight was reduced to normal, I do not recall | 
having seen any fat woman who was injured by | 
limiting the amount of food below that of which | 
she was accustomed to eating. The only possible | 
danger that I can think of would be for her to re- 
duce too much below normal on a diet that is de- 
ficient in alkaline-forming elements or vitamins. 
This danger is entirely averted if the fresh fruits 
and non-starchy vegetables are predominant in an | 
anti-fat menu. I do, however, believe that injuries | 
of the heart or other organs result where certain 
medicinal preparations are inadvisedly used for re- | 
ducing. I have never found such extracts ejther 
advisable or necessary. Much of the talk about the 
dangers of reducing has probably originated where 
medicines were used, 

I wish to repeat that fat is not an indication of 
health. The proper weight for the best physical 
and mental vigor is always far below the pationt's 
ideal It is a well-known fact that after thirty a 
person has a4 much better chance of living to a ripe | 
ole age if he is thin. When one is on a reducing diet. | 
one should also receive sufficient excreise to main- | 
tain the scular tome. Long daily walks are un- 
doubtedly valuable because the body thereby ab- 
sorbs a large amount of oxygen to assist in consum- 
ing the clogging weight material in the muscles 
and tissues. Reducing takes place more quickly on 
an acid fruit fast and such a fast may be used from 
five to ten days without danger by any fat person. | 
The diet following the fast should be carefully se- | 
lected to supply the necessa amount of protein | 
and green vegetables i 

I want to invite my readers to send me their ex- 
periences with diet in reducing weight. You will 
surprise me if you send in any bad experiences, but 
1 honestly want you to write me the truth about 
your experiences with weight reducing dieting 
whether it has been good or bad. I will be glad to 
report these facts back to you through the columns 
of this paper. 

The theories about diet are as varied as those | 
about religion, but still I am sure there is not any | 
more chance for one to be injured by following a 
certain diet than there is to be following a particu- | 
lar kind of religion. As soon as one shows a willing- | 
mess to diet, it shows that he has an inquiring mind | 
which can learn the effects of scientific dietetics in 
@ profitable way.

QUESTION: “Too-fond-of-'em” asks: “Is it or is 
it not healthy to eat three bananas a day’” 

ANSWER: Bananas are a starchy food and 
should be used as such. In some diseases they
